Stocks  of  flue-cured  tobacco  were  reported  as  93^*907*000  pounds 
on  April  1,  1938,  about  53  million  mounds  higher  than  a  year  ago  April  1, 
and  about  13S  million  pounds  lower  than  on  January  1,  193$°  r^0Le   stocks 
of  Type  11  on  April  1,  1933,  were  reported  as  ^02, 052, 000  pounds;  Type

Stocks  of  fire-cured  tobacco  of  all  types  were  reported  as 
205,239,000  pounds  on  April  1,  1933,  compared  with  215,333,000  pounds 
on  April  1,  1937 »  a  decrease  of  about  10*-  million  pounds.  Virginia 
Fire-cured,  Type. 21,  stocks  were  reported  as  31*032,000  pounds;  Type  22

Due  to  increased  production  in  1937  Burley  stocks  were  31,399,000 
pounds  higher  on  April  1,  1933," than  they  were  a  year  ago  April  1.
